The organized motor clubs and 
the automotive dealers of the 
state have won their fight to 
make the gasoline tax benefit 
those who pay it. A recent act 
of the Legislature provides that 
from now on all gasoline taxes 
go to the state’s motor fund, ex- 
cept a portion which reverts to 
the counties in which the tax was 
collected. The counties, how- 
ever, are compelled by law to 
use the money on roads which 
are not in the state’s primary 
system. 

“No part of the gasoline tax col- 
lection other than that which may 
represent delinquencies will be paid 
into the general fund of the ffeas- 
ury in the future,” the treasurer 
said. ‘Under the act of 1925, all 
gasoline tax will be used only for 
the purpose of construction, main- 
tenance and repair of roads and 
highways and for the payment of 
interest on bonds issued for road 
purposes. 

“One-fourth of the tax, which 
will be approximately $2,500,000, 
will be paid to the counties on the 
first day of August and February 
of each year; the other three- 
fourths, representing approximate- 
ly $7,500,000, will be paid into the 
motor fund.”
